The closest prior arts , Chang et al. (US 6487406) and Rasanen (US 6,445924), either 
singularly or in combination, fail to disclose the buffer memory comprising at least one of the 
buffer memory size and a consumed size of the buffer memory, as argued by applicants on page 
13.
